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Feds have control 
over Nixon's tapes, 
Supreme Court rules 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today ruled the government has 
control over Richard Nixon’s White 
House tapes and documents. 
The vote was 7 to 2 to uphold the 1974 
I S district court decision Only Chief 
Justice Warren Burger and Justice 
W illiam 
Rehnquist — both Nixon 
apointees — dissented, although some of 
the other justices did not agree with 
everything Justice Wdlliam Brennan said 
in his 56-page opinion 
Watergate tapes which were evidence 
in trials and already are in the public do­ 
main were not at issue The court will 
hear arguments next term on what use 
can be made of them 
Brennan, 
delivering the 
court's 
historic opinion, said the law passed by a 
concerned Congress after Watergate 
does not — as Nixon claimed — violate 
the principle of separation of powers. 


does not 
violate the presidential 
privilege of confidentiality, and does not 
significantly interfere with Nixon s First 
Amendment 
rights to freedom of 
association 
The court noted that these were un­ 
usual times. 
“ W'e, of course, are not blind to (Nix­ 
on’s) plea that we recognize the social 
and political realities of 1974 It was a 
period of political turbulence un­ 
precedented in our history 
“ But this court is not free to invalidate 
acts of Congress based upon inferences 
that we may be asked to draw from our 
personalized reading of the contem­ 
porary scene or recent history ” 
Justice John Paul Stevens said in a 
concurring opinion that Brennan omitted 
two factors he considers important Nix­ 
on resigned his office under unique cir­ 
cumstances and accepted a pardon for 


Israeli pullout 
sought by Carter 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - The Carter 
administration has suggested Israel 
withdraw from all occupied Arab 
territory as a way to secure a Mideast 
peace and stressed no territory can be 
“ automaticall v excluded’’ from negotia­ 
tions 


In what seemed a message to the new 
Israeli government, the State Depart­ 
ment said Monday that “ to automatical­ 
ly exclude any territory under dispute 
would be contradictory to the principle 
of n e g o tia tin g w ith ou t preconditions 
" 


Such a possibility was indicated by 
new Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin 
who will meet with President 
Carter in Washington on July 19 Begin 
has suggested the occupied territory 
west of the Jordan River be exempt from 
negotiations 
State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter III said that to exclude any 
territory from the negotiations does not 
“ conform to the spirit’ 
of a U N 
Security Council resolution estabishing a 
framework for negotiations. 
“ We consider that this resolution 
means withdrawal on all three fronts of 
the Middle East — that is, Sinai. Golan, 
West Bank and Gaza — with the exact 
border and security arrangements being 
agreed in the negotiations.’’ 


At the same time, the administration 
also asked the Arabs to seek a durable" 
peace with Israel 
Israeli 
Ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz 
later Monday rejected the impression his 
country’s new government excludes 
negotiating Israel’s withdrawal from the 
West Bank of the Jordan 
To the best of my understanding, our 
government has said it is prepared to 
negotiate on all three fronts with all our 
three neighbors.’ 
Dinitz said after 
meetings with Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and National Security Advisor 
Zbigniew Brzezinski 
“ Israel 
is prepared to negotiate 
without any preconditions with each of 
its neighbors,’ he said 
In addition to being aimed at Israel, 
the State Department statement came in 
reaction to a speech by Sen 
Jacob 
Ja v its . R-NY. who said C arter's 
proposals were “ unrealistic,“ demanded 
more from Israel than the Arabs and 
would more likely lead to war than 
peace 
“ We are not asking for one-sided con­ 
cessions from anyone." the State 
Department spokesman said 
“ In our 
view, that means security arrange­ 
ments on all fronts satisfactory to all 
parties to guarantee established 
borders “

damental principles of constitutional law 
are subordinated to what seem the needs 
of a particular situation,” he said 
He accused his colleagues of joining 
Congress in haste to “ do something” and 
thereby invading historic principles of 
the separate powers of co-equal 
branches of government ” 
“ To punish’ one person. Congress — 
and now the Court — tears into the fabric 
of our constitutional framework,” he 
said 
The m aterial involved includes 
Watergate tape recordings made during 
the Nixon presidency but not introduced 
as evidence in various Watergate cover- 
up trials 
The recordings and the 
presidential documents Nixon has 
claimed are his property are locked in 
the National Archives

bitration was a key issue in almost 
every certificated work stoppage (19) 
since the new collective bargaining law 
took effect a year ago 
Also tomorrow, the LEA plans to make 
a second proposal on leave provisions In 
its initial proposal, the union asked for 
three days paid religious leave, 10 days 
paid maternity, paternity and adoption 
leave, six days paid “ Personal Leave 
(no stated reason required), and 20 days 
paid leave for LEA representatives — all 
in addition to the 10 days paid sick leave 
currently allotted to teachers 
The district has estimated that costs 
would increase about $1 7 million if 
every teacher took advantage of all 
leaves requested initially by the LEA 
The district estimates “ go con­ 
siderably beyond what they would ul­ 
timately have to pay,” LEA s Linger 
said, while the district argues that it 
must prepare for the “ maximum 
liability” possible 
Wednesday's agenda also includes

Santa Barbara County had the second 
highest rate of suicides per 100 000 pop­ 
ulation in 12 surveyed counties last year, 
according to a Wisconsin study 
Only Clark County. Nevada, (Las 
Vegas), had a higher rate in the com­ 
parison done by the Dane County Mental 
Health Center in Madison Wisconsin 
The study compared the number of 
suicides in 12 counties of similar popula­ 
tion throughout the United States 
Santa Barbara County showed a five- 
year average figure of 18 3 suicides per 
100.000 population, while Clark County 
held the high with 27 5 Dane County and 
Lane County, Oregon, had the lowest 
rate at 12 0 
The Santa Barbara County Coroner’s 
Report for 1976 shows of the 572 deaths in 
the county in 1976. 61 were suicides 
In 
1975 there were 64 suicides, up from 41 in 
1974 
According to the coroner’s report, 
more men than women committed 
suicide (36 men 25 women) wPh guns 


and drug overdoses being the most 
frequent methods used 
The majority of those committing 
suicide were between 25 and 55 years old 
and the most common reasons for 
suicide were depression, poor health or 
terminal disease and mental problems 
According to a spokesman for the cor* 
oner s office, there are naturally more 
deaths in those areas of the county with 
the most dense population, and suicides 
are no exception 
Peak periods of the 
year for suicides are May and the fall 
holiday season 
The spokesman said the suicide trends 
in this county are not unusual, but “ we 
really don’t have time to evaluate the 
socio-economic conditions, we just put 
down numbers ”

Second test 
of Shuttle 
conducted 


EDW ARDS AFB, Calif (U P I) - The 
Space Shuttle “ Enterprise,” mated to 
the back of a Boeing 747. took off today 
on its second manned test flight which in­ 
cluded a planned 6,000-foot dive from 
19.000 feet 


With two astronauts in the cabin of the 
space truck of the future, the piggyback 
pair lifted off a desert runway at 7 49 
a m 
PDT, 11 minutes earlier than 
scheduled 


The flight ended at 8 52 a m PDT 


Shortly after takeoff, the Boeing 747 
mother ship began climbing to an 
altitude of 19,000 feet for a planned 6 000 
foot dive at 3.000 feet a minute in a 
separation maneuver preparing for the 
first free flight of the 75-ton spacecraft 


The Shuttle, still bolted to the top of 
the jumbo jet, was being tested for 
aerodynamics, flutter and vibration and 
tolerances for the flight next month 
when it will be separated from the 747 
and glide to the dry lake bed here 


A spokesman for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
said if all went well with today’s test, a 
third test flight would be canceled and a 
final manned-captive flight would be 
scheduled for July 8 


That would be a “ dress rehearsal” for 
the free flight when the Shuttle will be 
lifted to about 25,000 feet and then blown 
away from its mother ship by explosive 
bolts NASA said it would like to make 
that test July 20 


The Shuttle's engines are designed to 
operate in airless space and will not 
function in the atmosphere so the thick- 
bodied craft would glide to Flarth 


Today’s test was to include at l^ast one 
dive and simulated separation while 
astronauts Joe fc^ngle and Dick Truly 
monitored the controls The flight was 
originally scheduled for about 190 miles 
during 47 to 50 minutes around an air 
course over the Mojave Desert 


A Shuttle craft based on the prototype 
being flown today is to make its first 
Earth orbit in 1979. to be launched from 
Kennedy Space Center in Florida and 
return to Earth by gliding into the at­ 
mosphere with a soft landing here 


The Shuttle's first four orbits are to be 
landed on the 15.000 concrete runway 
here, the longest in the world 


The Shuttle-Orbiter was designed to 
carry men and equipment into space and 
back Among its earlv missions in the 
1980s will be deployment of a manned 
space laboratory which is to orbit Earth 
for several days be picked up packed 
into the Shuttle's cargo hold and 
returned to Earth

at an altitude of 200 feet 
Potential vulnerability of the B l is one 
of the issues figuring in the debate in 
Congress over funds for the airplane and 
in the assessment which Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown will discuss 
with Carter before the President makes 
his promised final decision this week 
The House is considering a $110 6 
billion military appropriations bill which 
contains funds to build five Bis The cost 
— at least $101 7 million per airplane and 
possibly as much as $160 million - has 
been a major source of criticism 
According to U S analysts, the latest 
Russian radar has only a slight look- 
down capability and is far behind those 
of the United States, which can operate 
from altitudes of 80,000 feet down as low 
as 100 feet 
Some analysts expect the Russians to 
have closed the gap by the 1980s Tbe 
major emphasis in the new interceptor is 
expected to be improved tracking and 
weapons systems 
While look-down radar aboard in­ 
terceptors is a threat to the Rl, the 
analysts say the Russians will need other 
detection capabilities as well to bring 
their fighter aircraft within range of an 
invading bomber force 
The B l is also designed to depend on

Zoning ordinance change 
confusion delays action 


Confusion over an ordinance 
amendment meant to bring 
county zoning ordinances into 
closer harmony with state 
regulations governing com­ 
munity care facilities led the 
board of supervisors to delay 
action on the issue for two 
weeks 
At the same time, the super­ 
visors were informed that the 
State Health Department is 
having second thoughts about 
transferring licensing authority 
to the county welfare depart­ 
ment for larger community 
care facilities 
Arthur Nelson, director of 
welfare, told the board that the 
state may be changing its posi­ 
tion on turning over licensing 
authority to his department for 
facilities such as the now- 
defunct Santa Ynez Ranch 
School 
It was vocal concern about 


the op«1 rat ion of the Santa Ynez 
Ranch School by Santa Ynez 
Valley residents over the last 
two years, Nelson explained, 
that led to the proposed or­ 
dinance amendment and tur­ 
nover of licensing authority. 
While group homes and com­ 
munity care facilities have eb­ 
bed in the Santa Ynez Valley, 
they have proliferated in South 
Coast areas 
Residents in the Hope Ranch 
area expressed consternation 
over establishment of a school 
in their neighborhood to serve 
youngsters from seven or eight 
group homes in the area. 
Planning D irector Britt 
Johnson said the facility on 
Viejo Dr is being investigated 
for possible zoning violations 
He said no conditional use per­ 
mit has been issued for the 
facility 
Johnson attempted to explain 


the ordinance change recom­ 
mended by the planning com­ 
mission to Fourth 
District 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund 


Jo h ns o n w ent into an 
elaborate explanation of how 
the changes would bring county 
zoning ordinances into closer 
harmony and consistency with 
state 
re gu la tio n of

However, Hedlund said he 
was not clear on the issue and 
won board approval of the two-

sidy for the Lompoc area, and a 


one-year extension of service in 
the Santa Barbara area 
Frank Gambetta. director of 
special services, recommended 
a three-month extension of the 
contract with Donald A 
Gregory, owner of Valley Am­ 
bulance. to provide 24-hour am­ 
bulance service for the Santa 
Wineries to be permitted 
on agricultural preserves 


for sure until the signatures 
have been verified " 
Kirkpatrick said his office 
hopes to have completed the 
verification process by July 15 
with notice going to the county 
board of supervisors at their 
July 25 session 
If the petition drive is 
v e r i f i e d 
as 
s u f f i c i e nt , 
Kirkpatrick explained, the 
supervisors are required by 
state law to inform Governor 
Edmund G Brown Jr 
The governor then has four 
months to appoint a county for­ 
mation commission made up of 
two 
members 
from 
the 
proposed county two members 
from the remaining county, and 
an additional member from out­ 
side the county 
That commission then has 
one year to study the proposal 
and place the measure on the 
ballot A majority vote in both 
the new county and countvwide 
would be required to form the 
new entity 
The proposal, initiated in the 
Santa Maria area, would es­ 
tablish Los Padres County 
north of the Santa Ynez moun­ 
tains 
Proponents have argued that 
establishing Los Padres County 
would provide a more equitable 
distribution of services to North 
C ounty and o ffe r more 
representative smaller govern­ 
ment 
opponents of the plan charge 
that it would increase the North 
County lax rate and provide 
less services 


Recognizing the economic 
contribution of Santa Barbara 
County's wine growing in­ 
dustry. the county board of 
supervisors Monday voted to 
permit 
establishment 
of 
wineries on agricultural 
preserves 


The action came with nearly 
two dozen county wine growers 
in attendance, reworking sec­ 
tions of Agricultural Preserve 
Uniform Rule No 9 


George Goodall. representing 
the Agricultural Preserve Ad­ 
visory Committee, said his 
group had not been aware of 
zoning regulations that denied 
bringing in outside grapes or 
the selling of wine on the sites 
of vineyards 
The committee had adopted 
Uniform Rule No 9 in March, 
apparently not realizing its im­ 
pact on wineries on grape grow­ 
ing 
lands 
in agricultural 
preserves 
John Crossland, vice presi­ 
dent of the Central California 
Winegrowers Association, sup­ 
ported the change, noting that 
the county is home to 32 wine 
growers with a $32 million in­ 
vestment 


Crossland said that 90 per 
cent of the county's wine grapes 
land was in ag preserve, and 
wineries are needed to process 
those grapes 
Marshall Ream 
owner of 
Zaca Mesa Ranch in the Santa 
Ynez Valley, said "Without 
grapes I'm not sure I could keep 
my ranch in green space Cattle 
have become an expensive hob­ 
by ’’ 
Ream said wineries were 
particularly needed in Santa 
Barbara County because of the 
premium nature of local wine 
grapes 
"It is critical to get 
premium grapes to the winery 
in a matter of minutes to avoid 
oxidation," he explained 
Boyd Bettencourt, a Santa 
Ynez area wine grower also en­ 
couraged adoption along with 
Robert 
Hunt, 
e x ec u tiv e 
secretary of the Santa Barbara 
County Farm Bureau 
Crossland said the action was 
necessary to encourage new 
wine operations in the county 
expanding the tax base 
Ream explained that the 
county s 
grape 
operations 
average 6.000 acres apiece, and 
all but two of the operations are 
in the ag preserve program

W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) 
Julius Shiskin, chief of the 
Bureau of Labor Stat istics, said 
today he suspects premature 
' le a k s '' 
of govern m en t 
economic statistics are giving 
some investors an unfair advan­ 
tage in the stock market 
“ Somebody’s leaking the 
figures,' Shiskin said in an in­ 
terview 
“ We've had a lot of 
complaints about it. We are try­ 
ing to figure a way to eliminate 
this unequal treatment " 
Administration officials are 
reviewing ways to remedy the 
problem, which apparently in­ 
volves monthly BLS reports on 
unemployment, 
consumer 
prices and wholesale prices 
Wall Street analysts inter­ 
viewed by U PI knew nothing of 
the alleged leaks “ If there's a 
leak, it's confined to a relative­ 
ly few people because it hasn't 
shown up in the market,’’ one 
remarked 
The statistics are released 
regularly at 10 a m EST, just 


as the stock market opens. The 
figures often are responsible 
for market movements 
Only a few people see the 
figures in advance. President 
Carter, his top economic ad­ 
viser. Shiskin and some BLS 
employes get the report 24 
hours early 
Other top government offi­ 
cials and reporters may obtain 
copies of the statistical reports 
at 9 a m , one hour in advance 
But reporters are prohibited 
from publishing the figures un­ 
til 10 am 
Shiskin does not believe these 
leaks are coming from the 
White House or his agency. He 
suspects somebody who re­ 
ceives the report at 9 a m is 
im m ed iately leaking the 
figures to certain investors 
Apparently some people on 
Wall Street are getting them 
before 10 a m . and placing 
orders in advance for sensitive 
stocks.’’ he said “ By 11 a m. 
those sensitive stock prices go 


up. and by noon the stocks are 
sold Obviously they're making 
money.’’ 
Shiskin 
initially discounted 
complaints of leaks, assuming 
that investors were simply an­ 
ticipating accurately what the 
figures would be. 
“ I am now convinced other­ 
wise," he said “ We took steps 
to stop it. and it kept on hap­ 
pening 
He said he also has been told 
about one stockbroker who 
received a telephone call 
recently from an unidentified 
person who said. “ I can give 
you a tip " 
Shiskin does not intend to in­ 
vestigate the source of the 
leaks “ That would be absolute­ 
ly futile," he said 
Market analysts said inves­ 
tors generally try to anticipate 
the impact of BLS statistics on 
the market, and thus a leak 
would be valuable only when 
the actual figure differs greatly 
from expectations

Rhodesian guerrilla 
war kills 45 persons

— The Rhodesian 
government says the guerrilla 
war is heating up with the 
deaths of 45 black insurgents in 
a three-dav period and a record 
white exodus from the country 
A military communique Mon 
day gave no details on the 
fighting from Saturday through 
Monday other than casualties 
but made it clear there have 
been major clashes 


The government also pub­ 
lished statistics showing th.<t a 
record number of whites fled 
Rhodesia in May because of the 
intensifying five-year guerrilla 
war and the drafting of white 
civilians 
The figures showed ! 754 
whites left Rhodesia including 
some who said they were going 
on vacation but have not 
returned 
Only 415 whites 
entered the country for a net 
loss of 1.339 
So far this year Rhodesi i 
with a population of more than 6 
million blacks and about 270.000 
whites, has lost 4,917 whites 
through emigration The loss in 
1976 was 7.072

Francis McLoughlin, deputy 
police commissioner for public 
information, said Monday one 
witness was able to see a por­ 
tion of the car s license plate 
"A witness reported seeing a 
tall man with dark hair in a 
beige leisure suit flee from the 
scene at about the time of the 
shooting 
McLoughlin said He 
said another witness reported 
seeing a man in a beige leisure 
suit flee in a mustard-colored 
car 
That witness was able to dis­ 
cern two numbers and one let­ 
ter from the car’s license plate, 
he said, “ but we cannot say at 
this point whether that man had 
anything to do with the 
shootings "

Senior citizens and 
the right to work 


B v HAROLD BLUM ENFELD 
Growing older isn t a medical 
malady It’s a normal process that 
happens to everybody, beginning at 
the time of conception And those 
who are lumped together in that 
large group of the aging population 
so affected, now make up the largest 
minority in the United States 
Today many in the younger 
generation think we who have pas­ 
sed our 65th birthdays have done 
more than grow older To them we 
have grown old-old It’s so easy to 
take old things like hats and dresses, 
books and magazines old dishes and 
old tires - and even old friendships 
and get rid of them But it isn't so 
easy to throw away old bodies onto a 
pile of discarded junk 
So we re tolerated because there s 
not much else to do with us Such 
reasoning is demeaning to us We've 
done many good things for the na­ 
tion and we d like to continue being 
productive 
Much has been said and written 
about “ equal rights” for all citizens 
of the good old U S A There must 
not be any restrictions which would 
prevent anyone from getting a job 
because of religion, color, race. sex. 
ethnic background, etc., as long as 
he or she is qualified to do the work 
But this large minority (we who 
are called the aging minority, 
Senior Citizens, and other names) 
do not have the right to go out and 
work — which we must do to keep up 
with the ever-rising cost of living 
As a result many can do more than 
barely exist That is. unless we want 
to face the probability of losing part 
of our Social Security benefits 
It’s a continuing paradox 
»Not 
everyone who is covered by Social 
Security can or wants to work But 
the person who does seek employ- 


ment is gored on the horns of dilem­ 
ma If she or he earns more than 
$3,000 in 1977 Social Security pay­ 
ments will be decreased 
A young friend who resents having 
money taken out of his weekly 
paycheck for Social Security argued 
with me about restrictions which 
keep Senior Citizens from earning 
money by working 
Because he said, if we could find 
someone who might hire us we 
would keep someone in the large 
army of the unemployed out of the 
job market Yet if you look around 
among relatives, friends and 
neighbors you will find many 
younger 
people 
who 
are 
moonlighting ’ by 
holding two 
jobs 
And many younger women 
have given up doing housework just 
to keep from being bored 
Social Security isn't a fancy name 
for a dole or other form of a han­ 
dout It isn’t charity It’s money we 
and our employers have paid out for 
many years, some since the incep­ 
tion of the program in 1935 If this 
money had been set aside as an­ 
nuities, most of us might be better 
off financially today 
I can rationalize the reasons for 
younger people taking on a second 
job or the housewife leaving home to 
work because she wants to augment 
the family income We also want to 
make more money 
I haven’t seen any indication on 
the supermarket shelves that the 
price tag on a pound of coffee is 
lower for anyone who can show a 
Medi-Care card Tlie high price of 
almost everything requires extra 
money for everyone 
It’s dis­ 
crimination and violation of equal 
rights if we can’t go out and get 
some much-needed cash

M AD RID , Spain (U P I) - 
Communist Party chief San­ 
tiago Carrillo, calling Spain 
‘ the land of Don Quixote, a land 
of pride,’’ says he will not 
knuckle under to Soviet attacks 
on his independent brand of 
communism. 
Carrillo told a news confer­ 
ence Monday he was willing to 
risk an open break with the 
Kremlin rather than recant his 
belief that communists from 
democratic European nations 
do not have to follow the Soviet 
line 
“ I will maintain my position 
at whatever cost,” the 62-year- 
old party leader said “ We will 
not break relations. But we 
have to risk that they do ” 
C a r r i l l o has become 
Moscow's favorite target in its 
attacks on Western European 
communists 
who advocate 
Eurocommunism” — a brand 
of communism that preaches 
independence from Moscow and 
democratic fair play. 
C arrillo said the Soviets 
singled out Spanish communists 
for attack over the Italian and 
French communist parties — 
which also espouse Eurocom­ 
munism -- because the Kremlin 
believts 
we are the weakest 
one.” 
They were wrong,” he said 
As I once told a Soviet leader, 
this is the land of Don Quixote, 
a land of pride and honesty ” 


The latest Soviet blast at 
Carrillo came in a 3,500-word 
article last week in the official 
magazine New Times, accusing 
him of trying to split the inter­ 
national Communist move­ 
ment 
“ We are ready to discuss the 
issues publicly.” Carrillo said 
He said the New Times arti­ 
cle will be published by the 
Spanish Communist press with 
“ our own comments,” and he 
challenged “ our Soviet friends 
to adopt the same procedure” 
of presenting both sides of the 
argument to the Russian public 
Carrillo expressed mock 
regret that the Soviet Union did 
not attack him earlier Had it 
done so before the June 15 
parliamentary elections, he 
said, “ it would have brought us 
additional hundreds of thou­ 
sands of votes " 
The Communist party fin­ 
ished third in the balloting with 
9 5 per cent of the popular vote 
In another development, 
Premier Adolfo Suarez, whose 
centrist coalition won the elec­ 
tion. and Felipe Gonzalez, the 
leader of the second-place 
Socialist Workers party, met 
Monday to discuss the post- 
election situation 
Gonzalez has said his party 
would not join a coalition 
government with Suarez, who 
fell just short of an outright 
majority in parliament

Search for Girl Scouts' 
killer becomes contest 


Murdered yachtsman 
in drug case buried

U PI — American yachtsman 
Carl Schuster, killed in a 
vicious machete and bludgeon 
attack, was buried Monday in 
the Caribbean waters he had 
sailed for 17 years 
A launch named the Dolphin 
lowered Schuster's gray casket, 
draped with an American flag, 
into the Caribbean three miles 
off Grenada while his immedi­ 
ate family looked on from 
another boat 
Earlier in the day, police in 
the nearby West Indian island 
of St. Vincent released four 
persons questioned in the F ri­ 
day slaying of the 71-vear-old 
Schuster but continued to hold 
his crewman. Joseph Delisle. 
Delisle. a 33-year-old Grena­ 
dan who says Schuster was 
killed by two men who boarded 
his 42-foot yawl Zig Zag II while 
it was anchored in Cumberland 
Bay. told reporters Monday the 
boat was approached by 
marijuana 
peddlers 
shortly 
before the slaying 
Three men in a small boat 
rowed up to the Zig Zag II and 
offered to sell marijuana but he 
said he sent them away because 
Mr 
Schuster wasn’t in­ 
terested in that 
Another group of men earlier 


rowed a ship’s line to shore and 
tied it to a coconut tree and two 
other men had sold him limes 
and coconuts which he opened 
with an ax on deck, he said 
The coconut peddlers were 
questioned and released Mon­ 
day. as were two men from a 
small village near Cumberland 
Bay who were detained Sunday 
on suspicion of stealing the 
engines of several 
boats 
anchored in the bay in the past 
year 
Officials in the dilapidated 
police headquarters in the 
capital of Kingstown, about 450 
miles southeast of Puerto Rico, 
say Delisle was being ques­ 
tioned as a witness 
not a 
suspect 
Delisle 
who has been held 
since he brought Schuster’s 
body into Kingstown early Fri­ 
day aboard the Zig Zag II. told 
police he was awakened around 
m idnight 
by a 
noise in 
Schuster’s cabin saw two men 
leaving the yawl and found the 
skipper sprawled in a pool of 
blood, his head bashed in and 
his left hand severed 
He said Schuster had treated 
him 
better than a father” 
since hiring him in 1965 and he 
could never have harmed his 
boss

Inyo County has scored an im­ 
portant victory in the decades- 
long legal battle with the City of 
Los Angeles over the exporting 
of well water from Owens 
Valley. 


The 3rd District Court of Ap­ 
peals Monday 
ruled Los 
Angeles and its Department of 
Water and Power failed to 
provide 
a 
su fficien t 
en­ 
vironmental impact report on 
its plan to pump more well 
water from the valley in Inyo 
Countv 
At the same time, the court 
said that already imposed in­ 
terim restraints on the rate of 
water pumped from the valley 


and provided to valley users by 
the city “ will remain in effect 
until further order of the 
court.” 
In unusally blunt language, 
the court said the city failed to 
comply with its 1976 order to 
prepare a report examining the 
impact on the valley’s ecology 
of proposed increased pumping 
of eastern Sierra well water to 
Los Angeles 
“ The City of Los Angeles and 
its Department of Water and 
Power are directed to take 
reasonably expeditious action 
to comply with it," the court 
said in a 33-page opinion 
Signed by acting Presiding 
Justice Stanley Friedman, the 
court found that the citv’s final 


Economic pressures would 
preserve porpoises species 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - There 
is little danger tuna fishermen 
w ill wipe out porpoises, 
because a scarcity of porpoises 
would 
make tuna 
fishing 
pointless before the porpoises 
became extinct, according to 
re s e a rc h e rs 
fo r 
the 
Interamerican Tropical Tuna 
Fishing Commission 
The Commission began a 
three day meeting Monday, 
with the focus of attention on 
the problem of accidental 
porpoise-killing, subject of a 
bitter dispute between conser­ 
vationists. fishermen and the 
U S goverment 
A staff report suggested the 
commission mount a $12 million 
international program to in 
crease the amount of tuna 
caught while decreasing (he 
number of porpoises killed 


The problem arises because 
tuna and porpoises are often 
found together at sea. and 
fishermen have learned to cast 
their nets where they see por 
poises on the surface, using 
them to locate the tuna 


Conservationists 
fears that 
fishermen will wipe out the por­ 
poise species helped generate 
government limits on porpoise 


kills The staff report took issue 
with the fear saying economic 
pressures would save the por­ 
poises from extinction 
“ As the total number of por­ 
poises decreased,” the report 
said, “ the fishery for tuna 
would probably become less 
profitable, 
and 
economic 
equilibrium would be reached 
at a point where the porpoise 
size would be adequate to as­ 
sure its survival in perpetuity 
and the fishery would be only 
marginally profitable ” 
The government has imposed 
limits on the number of por­ 
poise which can be killed, which 
the American Tunaboat As­ 
sociation has opposed 
The 
report said Costa Rica, France, 
Guatemala, Mexico, and the 
Netherlands Antilles also have 
restrictions on porpoise kills, 
and the only proper way to save 
the porpoise is by international 
regulations 


environmental impact report 
(E IR ). which was challenged 
by Inyo County, “ falls far short 
of compliance with the Cali­ 
fornia Environmental Quality 
Act.” 
Further, the court said that 
its 1976 order directing a legally 
sufficient report "w ill not be 
satisfied unti; a valid E lk is 
prepared, certified and filed ’ 
The order was based on the 
court's 1973 finding that a 
report was necessary to carry 
out the environmental quality 
law 
“ The court does not pass upon 
the correctness of the E IR ’s en­ 
vironmental conclusions,” the 
three-member panel of justices 
said, “ but only upon its suf­ 
ficiency as an 
informative 
document ” 
The court said that the 
proposed project to pump an 
additional 51 cubic feet of water 
per second (efs) in the long­ 
term extraction rate and an in­ 
crease of 65 cfs in dry years 
r e p r e s e n t e d 
a 
“ v a s t l y 
enlarged” concept of what the 
citv originally proposed for un­ 
anticipated water uses within 
the valley 
In preparing the environmen­ 
tal impact report, which the 
court found insufficient, the 
justices accused the city and 
department of making “ serious 
misinterpretations” of what it 
said in 1973

Victims of famed 
sickness recovering 


S P R IN G FIEL D , Mo 
(U PI) 
Missouri health officials 
have confirmed two cases of 
the so-called Legionnaire's Dis­ 
ease this month, but both vic­ 
tims are recovering 
The latest case reported was 
that of an unidentified 51-year- 
old farm er from Douglas 
County in south central Mis­ 
souri 
He became ill on May 
with chills and fever and later 
developed pneumonia 
St 
John s Hospital officials say he 
is recovering 
The first case in the state was 


that of a St. Louis man 
Laboratory tests June 17 con­ 
firmed that case The first vic­ 
tim has been released from a 
hospital after nine days of 
treatment and now is fully 
recovered, according to St 
John’s officials 
Some 15 cases have been 
identified in several states 
since the Philadelphia epidemic 
last year during which 180 
persons became ill and 29 died 
Individual cases have been con­ 
firm ed in M ichigan. M in­ 
nesota, Indiana and Arkansas

Huey Newton 
supporters seek 
his release 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) 
About 
250 
persons 
demonstrated Monday in front 
of the Canadian Consulate, 
demanding the release of Black 
Panther leader Huey Newton 
Newton is being held in a jail 
near Toronto while his attor­ 
neys attempt to free him so he 
can return to the United States 
to face murder and assault 
charges 
The demonstrators Monday 
included Black Panther Party 
members, white supporters and 
schoolchildren from the Pan­ 
thers’ Oakland school. 
Black Panther Elaine Brown 
said Newton, who jumped 
$4(1.000 bail and fled to Cuba in 
1974, was returning because “ a 
more positive political arena” 
exists now 
Brown said investigators 
working for the Black Panthers 
had 
uncovered evidence to 
clear Newton of the charges 


Newton had said he planned 
to confer with his attorneys in 
Canada for a few days before 
returning to the United States 
He was jailed on his arrival in 
Canada Saturday 


Scene of movie murder 
becomes site of horror 


Manson claims he did not order 
Van Houten to kill La Biancas 


DULUTH. 
Minn

Seven years ago Hollywood 
turned the gracious mansion of 
Elisabeth Congdon into a house 
of horrors to shoot the movie 
You’ll Like My Mother.” 


On Monday morning a 
caretaker at the Congdon estate 
discovered a real-life horror 
He found the 83-year-old heiress 
and her nurse murdered Miss 
Congdon had been smothered 
with two pillows and the nurse, 
Velma Pietila, 65, had been 
beaten to death with a brass 
candalabrum 


Police said it was almost cer­ 
tain the motive for the killings 
was robbery — Miss Congdon’s 
empty jewelry box was found 
on the floor 
But there were few clues 
“ We are working on it,” said 
Ernie Grams, chief detective 
in sp ector of the Duluth 
police. 
Fingerprints were taken and 
the car belonging to the nurse 
was found at Minneapolis-St 


Paul airport around noon 
Earlier an airport maintenance 
man found the car keys in a 
trash receptide at the airport 
As Grams reconstructed the 
crime, the intruder entered the 
mansion by breaking a window 
n the basement He apparently 
met Mrs Pietila at the top of 
the regal staircase and beat her 
to death Then he entered Miss 
Congdon’s room and smothered 
her 
Miss Congdon was the only 
surviving heir of Chester 
Congdon. a pioneer iron and 
copper mining magnate who 
died in 1916 after serving two 
terms in the Minnesota Legisla­ 
ture and as assistant U S at­ 
torney from 1881 to 1886 
This was not the first death 
by violence on the 30-acre es­ 
tate on the north shore of Lake 
Superior 
Several years ago 
Miss Congdon’s 
sister-in-law 
Dorothy Congdon, shot an in­ 
truder on the balcony of her 
home about four blocks from 
Elisabeth's mansion 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I I - The 
jury in the retrial of Leslie Van 
Houten Monday heard Charles 
Manson, in a tape recorded 
statement, saying he did not 
direct Miss Van Houten and two 
o t h e r f o l l o w e r s to k ill 
Rosemary and Leno La Bianca 
“ People had Leslie Van 
Houten long before I had her,” 
Manson said “ Her mother had 
her first, her dad had her. her 
parents had her, her school had 
her, tv had her, the movies had 
her, she was in a convent for a 
Buddhist, the Buddhists had 
her.” 
Manson’s comments were 
taped in prison during an inter­ 
view in March with San Fran­ 
cisco psychiatrist Dr 
Joel 
Fort, who testified for the 
prosecution 
The jurors had 
listened to Fort’s version of 
Manson s replies but Defense 
Attorney 
Max w ell 
Keith 
wanted the jurors to hear 
Manson himself 
Fort led off the two hour in­ 
terview by telling Manson, 
“ Miss Van Houten says it’s all 
your fault 
Her attorney says 
that she didn't have anything to 


do with it and was just a robot 
And I don’t feel that is an 
adequate explanation 
So I 
came here to give you a fair 
chance to present your point of 
view “ 
Manson said he may have in­ 
fluenced Miss Van Houten but 
did not have undue control over 
her 
“ Certainly I had influence 
over her I have influence over 
everybody I meet If I showed 
her the way to herself, and she 
decided she wanted to do 
something, no one’s going to 
wind her up and make her do 
it," he said 
’ Man. I ’ve seen the broad 
only a few times 
I never paid 
that much attention to her I'm 
telling you the truth I never 
had that much effect on Leslie 
because I never — how can one 
guv have effect over 30 to 50 
broads'1” 
In discussing sexual activities 
of his group. Manson told Fort. 
“ Ah. my moral fibers are not 
that of Hustler Magazine My 
moral fibers are not of the loose 
and promiscuous nature that 
they would project on me 


Miss Van Houten’s “ dimin­ 
ished capacity” defense main­ 
tains that her ability to make 
decisions was severely dimin­ 
ished because of her heavy u-e 
of LSD and domination by 
Manson 
Manson denied LSD was u^ed 
extensively in his 1 family 
“ We were not all that much 
into drugs Everybody said we 
were but that’s not true 
he 
said “ The truth was we took 
acid whenever it was around 
Sometimes it would be maybe 
once a week sometimes once a 
month sometimes three tin es 
a month 
“ We weren’t into speed or 
hard drugs A little hash and a 
little grass Just a blaze kind of 
get-loaded social thing

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Math skills now taught 
may not be very valuable 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - The 
math skills now being taught in 
public schools may be worth 
only $6 88. according to John J 
Wavrik, associate professor of 
mathematics at the University 
of California. San Diego 
In most cases, he says, stu­ 
dents are learning how to add. 
subtract, multiply and divide, 
without learning how to apply 
these skills to actual problem­ 
solving 
But for $6 88 vou can buy 
something that will add. sub­ 
tract. multiply and divide for 
you if you tell it what to do.” 
Wavrik excplained 
He thinks the growing use of 
calculators and computers re­ 
quires a change in math educa­ 
tion Computation skills should 
become less important, while 
problem-solving abilities rise in 
importance 
Understanding 
should replace memorization as 
a key to learning 
There’s an aura of fear and 
mystery surrounding math 
which is conveyed to children in 
their e a rlie st grades by 
teachers and parents Students 
get the impression they have to 
be brilliant to understand, and 
thus resort to memorization 


Wavrik 
insists 
“ brightness 
isn't what makes you successful 
or not successful in math I still 
haven't memorized my 9-times 
table.“ he explained ‘‘I have an 
abominable memory" 


That poor memory saved him 
from the plight of approaching 
mathematics by rote and forced 
him to adopt a problem-solving 
approach 
“ Somewhere back in elemen­ 
tary school it became clear to 
me that I couldn’t possibly 
memorize all this stuff.” he 
said 
His analytical approach 
seems to have paid off for him 
He was an A-student and as far 
back as junior high school he 
was placed in a special ac­ 
celerated class in which he 
completed three grades in two 
years 


After he began teaching he 
developed interest in the 
process of learning math After 
conversations with 
Stephen 
Ludwiczak, principal at Skyline 
Elementary School in Solana 
Beach. Wavrik started a math 
club for the students 
He 
wanted them to become more 
active in math — to become in­ 
volved with problem-solving 


The math club, for 4th, 5th 
and 6th graders is open to 
members on a purely voluntary 
basis, and last year met one 
hour a week after school The 20 
members of the club conducted 
active math projects which 
gave them a taste of math 
research 


The students were excited 
about their work and many dis­ 
covered 
potentials 
which 
neither they nor their teachers 
had been aware of Wavrik said 
all are willing to deal with com­ 
plex problems “ as long as 
we re not going to have a test on 
it ” For most of the students 
math had been a crushing bore 


One of the projects they got 
involved 
in was devising 
programs for a programmable 
calculator In order to use the 
calculator the students first had 
to figure out how to solve a 
problem and then program 
those steps into the calculator 
which does the actual arith­ 
metic 
Wavrik is working with the 
Greater San Diego Math Coun­ 
cil on the idea of having a 
network of school math clubs in 
the citv 
Author claims unusual link

Tape recorders are key fac­ 
tors in both their lives 
Richard Nixon showed us all 
that a tape recorder, like any 
machine 
is neutral.’’ the 
Chicago writer said “ It can spy 
on a friend or an enemy 


People have wondered why 
he made the tapes, and why he 
Hept them 
Terkel said 
Maybe he needs reassurance 
that he really exists “ 
Terkel has gained fame as 
author by recording the words 
of everyday working people in 
such books as 
Hard Times.” 
and 
Working 
Now he has recorded his own 
memories on tape and then 
edited them and published them 
in his latest book. “ Talking To 
Myself ” 


Terkel 
now 65. was asked 
how a man whom he disliked as 
much as Nixon could have been 
elected 


Terkel blamed the 
climate 
of fear" that existed in the 
1950s. on w’hich he said Nixon 
rode to power 
But Terkel admits that he 
does not have much use for 
most politicians 


He said that it is up to the 
people to band together in com­ 
munities to produce local action 
and 
c ite d 
a n ti- n u c le a r 
demonstrations by protestors of 
all classes and backgrounds in 
New Hampshire as an indica­ 
tion that the type of mass action 
that produced gains in civil 
rights and protests against the 
Viet Nam war may be starting 
again. 


He said that politicians such 
as Nixon were produced by 
a 
sense of cynicism" on the part 
of the voters 
whom he said 
must regain their “ sense of 
s e lf- e s te e m ’ 
throug h 
community action “ Instead of 
locking our doors against our 
neighbors, we should work with 
them." he said 
In his book. Terkel chats 
about famous and colorful peo­ 
ple he has known but he also

Nelson has invented a method 
of compressing trash into tiny 
cubes he says could rival coal 
as a fuel source 
The 61-year-old former civil­ 
ian chief of a Navy training 
research facility said he s 
“ designed and patented a 
method for shredding and cub­ 
ing waste material that will 
burn into usable fuel for coal- 
powered plants ” 
He calls his invention a 
Papakube and said he expects 
to sell $1 million worth of his 
“ energy factories next year at 
about $80,000 each 
“ We've sold a Swedish con­ 
glomerate the franchise for our 
densifymg method along with 
the equipment for one unit that 
should begin operating this 
summer." Nelson said 
He calls his system “ den- 
sifving 
— it refers to his 
secret method of pressure and 
moisture to compact shredded 
m aterial and form it into 
chunks 1 1-4 inches square by 
two to three inches long 
Nelson has used his process 
to condense wastepaper. which 
he began collecting to raise 
funds for his church following 
his retirement When the bot­ 
tom fell out of the wastepaper 
business in 1974 he explains, he 
looked around for another use 
for the cubes

Mavor Pete Wilson, who’d like 
to unseat Edmund G 
Brown 
Jr., next year. “ I think he's 
simply a bad governor.” 


The 43-year-old mayor, who 
has been campaigning hard 
since December, doesn t for a 
minute underestimate Brown 
as an adversary 


“ I think it would be wrong to 
ignore the fact that he is a 
crowd-pleaser.” Wilson recent­ 
ly told a meeting of the Republi­ 
can Associates of Los Angeles, 
“ I would say that he is a master 
of the symbolic gesture " 


Wilson likes to tell his 
audience 
which he reaches 
throughout the state between 
the estimated 60 hours a week 
he spends on citv business — “ I 
feel it a duty to restore Gover­ 
nor Brown to that small private 
contemplative life that he so 
prizes ” 


The mayor is pleased that his 
campaign has already raised 
$110,000 — most of it in the San 
Diego area — and that he has 
won the support of some key 
Republican moneybags in the 
state Wilson said he needs $2 
million to win the governorship 
$1 million for the June, 1978 
primary, and $1 million for the 
subsequent general election in 
November 


W tlson is buoyed by the reac­ 
tion he’s finding to his can­ 
d id acy 
“ I 
find 
both 
a 
resurgency in the party gener­ 
ally and among the grassroots- 
tvpes who think that Watergate 
is behind us." he said in an in­ 
terview 


“ They’re no longer apologetic 
or lacking enthusiasm 
I find 
people at all kinds of events 
really some nonpartisan events, 
who express a desire to get ac­ 
tive again, who dropped out 
during Watergate, and who are 
enthused 


The Republicans, Wilson 
said, are pragmatic and tired of 
losing and they want to win “ I 
find a number of them who said 
my candidacy is bringing them 
back in ” 


The two-term mayor has 
enough citv problems to keep 
him occupied at home, but 
thanks to commuter air service 
and friends with private planes. 
Wilson is able to scurry to Los 
Angeles, Sacramento and San 
Francisco frequently. 


He still isn t that well known 
outside of his home county and 


he is working hard at becoming 
better known in the state's 
major population centers 
One of the risks in starting a 
campaign early is giving away 
issues to the opposition Wilson 
said it has already happened, 
with Gov Brown's property-tax 
proposal “ When they first put 
out their so-called property-tax 
package there were no speci­ 
fics. it was a concept, and I 
gave them time to flesh it out a 
little bit 
And then when he 
made the announcement as to 
what it would contain, it con­ 
tained nothing for renter relief 
And I criticized that, and two 
weeks later they had some 
renter relief 


“ I undoubtedly will giveaway 
some issues by telling him what 
to do,” the mayor admits, “ but 
that's what an election cam­ 
paign is all about 
to provide 
competition that benefits the 
people. I think is more impor­ 
tant than the personal fortunes 
of the combatants " 
Wilson is perhaps best known 
for his managed-growth con­ 
cept for San Diego His detrac­ 
tors refer to it as a “ no­ 
growth plan Wilson thinks the 
issue will be of interest to 
voters throughout the state — 
whatever their position on 
growth itself — because of the 
tax implications By filling in a 
city’s vacant land with housing, 
where basic utilities and ser­ 
vices already exist, instead of 
spreading 
farther 
outward, 
Wilson contends, the costs of 
many city services can be 
reduced, and the taxpayer is the 
ultimate beneficiary. 
In fact much of what W'ilson 
discusses these days revolves 
around the costs of government 
and taxation

survived its grand opening and

Housed in a new $2 4 million 
building, the museum is filled 
with stuffed birds and mam­ 
mals, most of which were flown 
in by commercial airline The 
others — large animals such as 
a bull moose, caribou, polar 
bear, seals and walrus — were 
flown in on a C-130 cargo plane 


But with everything in place, 
the grand opening was marred 
by an airline strike which kept 
away the more than 100 invited 
guests 


The museum was shown off 
instead to nearly 1.000 local 
elementary and high school stu­ 
dents 


What the children saw were 
dioramas put together by 
William E Duncan, from Seat­ 
tle. who is director of the 
museum 
The dioramas tell the story of 
the special relationship of 
Eskimos to the wildlife of 
Alaska 
The dioramas make 
use of the animals which were 
purchased 
from 
another 
museum 
Eagles are missing from the 
diorama, but Duncan said he 
hadn't really wanted an eagle, 
because it was on the endan­ 
gered species list The bird, he 
feared, might bring with it the 
wrath of environmentalists 
In addition to the diorama, 
there were dances by Hawaii- 
ans — who had come to visit for 
the occasion — and by Eskimos 
The Eskimos danced in front 
of two stuffed caribou, tradi­ 
tionally hunted by Eskimos and 
used for their meat and for 
their skins 
But there is a court dispute 
over hunting rights to the 
caribou and the Eskimos' sub­ 
sistence hunting rights may be 
limited or even disappear 
The museum represents a 
thrust in another direction It is 
owned by an Eskimo regional 
corporation, which in turn is 
owned by more than 90 per cent 
of the residents of Northwest 


Alaska 
The corporation hopes to en­ 
courage tourism. In addition to 
the museum, it owns a three- 
story hotel 
The museum building also 
houses a jade products com­ 
pany, based on jade mined 
within the region 
A 220.000- 


pound load of jade will be 
barged into Kotzebue this sum­ 
mer 
A cottage industry of jade ar­ 
tisans can be developed, cor­ 
poration officials hope, so that 
jade can be provided to local 
residents, then bought back as 
finished products for resale

HOLLYWOOD (U P I) - Like 
Dr Frankenstein. Rick Baker 
creates monsters 
But Baker, a makeup artist, 
does not visit the cemetery for 
his raw material 
Baker, 26. is best known for 
having created the Kong gorilla 
suit for the movie “ King 
Kong “ 
Lately, he has specialized in 
creating monsters who. unlike 
Kong, cannot be gentle 
They have affinities for 
eating people and leaving lots of 
blood around, like the monster 
infant Baker created for the 
movie “ It ’s Alive,’’ and the 
monster he is making for an up­ 
coming movie which will melt 
away while gorging itself 
By creating monsters for 
movies. Baker believes he 
keeps alive the “ boogie men’’ 
of childhood, those phantom 
creatures who lurk in the im­ 
aginations and ghost stories of 
children, perhaps thrilling them 
as much as scaring them 
“ When I was a little kid, I 
really believed in monsters." 
Baker said “ I d walk outside 
and a monster would bite me on 
the neck or the shoulder I used 
to love watching monster 
movies The monsters I make 
probably nourish the mystery- 
world that kids dream up " 
Baker gets his inspiration 
from old horror flicks, anatomy 
books and gorillas and apes in 
the zoo 
Then he and the movie’s 
director discuss the monster's 
proportions 
“ Usually, the director has an 
image in his nund ahead of time 


and he’ll explain it to me and 
I'll draw it,’ Baker said “ He’ll 
tell me that's kind of what he 
wanted but not quite. So I ’ll 
keep designing monsters until 
he sees what he wants.” 


“ But sometimes, you decide 
on the monster together or 
what the monster looks like is 
totally up to you “ 


In his home in the Hollywood 
Hills, the shelves of a bright 
yellow room are lined with 
heads of monsters he created — 
gorillas, one-eyed men, Fran- 
kenstein-types and wolf men, in 
addition to the heads of a few 
half-eaten victims 


He keeps monsters he has not 
completed in a shed in back of 
his house There, the head of 
the melt ing man rests on a plat­ 
form The head has a normal 
head’s bone structure, but it has 
no skin — only jellylike blood 
and veins 


Plastic tubes hang from the 
head and when Baker releases 
the air from the tubes, the 
melting man’s head slowly 
loses its shape and melts away 


To make the melting man — 
or any other monster head — 
Baker first duplicates the face 
of the person who will wear the 
head with a soft, putty-like 
material 
Then Baker easts the life 
mask in plastic and with model­ 
ing <‘lay sculpts a new face — 
the uglier the better He bakes 
foam latex over the new face 
and the latex becomes the 
monster head

The new rates are designed to more closely align rates for calls to Alaska Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands with the current rates for all interstate Long Distance calls within the forty-eight contiguous states The 
charges for some continental interstate Long Distance calls would go up effective September 13.1977 The 
combined effect of the above rate actions is designed to provide approximately a zero revenue change in Bell s 
estimated interstate Message Telecommunications Service revenues for this phase of rate integration 
The new rate schedules and supporting data have been filed with the Federal Communications Commission 


■ Basic charges for initial minutes for all calls within the contiguous forty-eight states remain unchanged. 
Additional per-minute charges will increase by one cent or less for out-of-state calls up to 431 miles. 
■ In order to bring the charges for calls to Alaska and Hawaii more closely in line with the charges for 
similar calls made between the contiguous forty-eight states, the charges for the average call to Alaska 
and Hawaii (based on past usage) will now be reduced by 29% and 25% respectively. 
■ Charges for calls to Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands will be reduced as a result of restructuring and 
reducing the rates between the U.S. mainland and these points. Rates will be revised so that they are 
structured in the same way as the rates for interstate mainland calls. Charges will vary dependent upon 
the distance covered by the call and by the time of day and day of the week, and dependent upon whether 
or not the call Is operator assisted. These changes in rates for calls to Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands 
will result In a decrease of about 24% in the charge for the average call based on prior usage.

Preston Gomez likes 
the rah-rah style 
of Tom Lasorda

Li)S ANGELES I PI i 
Preston Gomez has a theory about his boss, Tom 
Lasorda the rah rah miracle worker of the Los Angeles Dodgers 
If Lasorda was selling real estate or in the public relations field, Gomez 
speculates he d be a millionaire today 
A quiet dignified ( uban who formerly managed the San Diego Padres and 
th** Houston Astros Gomez is the Dodgers’ third base coach and a study in con­ 
trast to the flamboyant new Dodger manager 
His personality is more in tune with that of Walter Alston, the old Dodger 
manager for whom he coached from 
through 1968 
Although Gomez obviously doesn t b« liev» ! 
.orda’s premise that there’s a 
Great Dodger in the Sky 
he does believe in him as a manager It’s par­ 
ticularly easy to believe in a man. he concedes, when his team is running away 
as the Dodgers are in the National League West 
Every manager 
stressed Gomez, "has a different personality No one 
man is the same 
Tommy0 Well he’s always been this way He’s a great promoter 


I’ve known Tommy for a long, long time now - almost 30 years — and he’s 
the same wav now as he was then The big thing for any manager, I think, is be­ 
ing yourself If you re yourself, then everything is a lot better ’’ 
Five years older than Lasorda at 54 Gomez is quick to point out that Alston s 
successor relies heavily from the input of his four coaches — Red Adams, 
Monty Basgall, Jim Gilliam and himself 
1 wire fired as a manager, by San Diego 11 gam es into the 1972 season and by 
Houston near the end of the 1975 season Gomez believes his major league 
managerial experience 
about five seasons worth — has made it easier to 
coach 
I know how frustrating it is," he smiled "In that way, I can understand 
Tommy s job and I can do my job better 
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"Of course. Tommy makes it really easy to do your job He asks his coaches 
about things before making decisions We discuss signs all the time ’’ 
Lasorda. the high-charged eternal optimist, began forecasting grand success 
for the Dodgers during the winter and picked up the pace* when his club got to 
Vero Beach Fla , for spring training He stopped short of predicting a pennant 
for his team but, many thought, he was leaving himself wide open for his 
critics with his pollyanna approach to his first big league season 


Gomez doesn t believe Lasorda put himself that far out on a limb, though 
"We knew in spring training," he reviewed, "the kind of talent we had We 
knew we had the personnel to do it Tommy knew his players and he knew what 
they could do 
"Tommy has done a tremendous job of motivating them too He has a really 
good rapport with his players — even the ones who don’t play Of course 
everything goes fine when you’re winning, too 
"But this is a long season and we don’t have our division won yet I like our 
chances, though We re in front and the Cincinnati Reds have to catch us."

The authorities, nevertheless, con 
fiscated 12 tons of apricot kernels and 
100.000 unfilled drug capsules Federal 
investigators estimate the plant could 
supply enough Laetrile for 6.000 people a 
day 
Even more disturbing, the Posse 
members are using their illegal Laetrile 
profits to purchase weapons They have 
stockpiled large caches, according to 
government sources, of guns and am­ 
munition 
A confidential memo, prepared for 
Rep Henry Waxman D -Calif . claims 
that other profiteers are also cashing in 


on the controversial cancer drug 
“ Several of the Laetrile proponents have 
been 
involved 
in various stock 
swindles." the memo charges “ Their in­ 
terest in Laetrile is not humanitarian " 
One of these entrepreneurs is Andrew 
McNaughton. a former arms merchant, 
who promotes drugs around the world 
McNaughton acknowledged to us that he 
has been convicted of a stock swindle in 
Canada but insisted he is innocent The 
case is now under review 


Another Laetrile promoter is Ernest 
Krebs Jr . the son of the man who dis­ 
covered the drug in 1950 Krebs Jr was 
convicted in 1961 of illegally promoting 
another drug. Vitamin B-15, to improve 
the performance of race horses Krebs 
told us he did not promote the vitamin 
and insisted that “ neither my father nor 
myself have received one cent from 
Laetrile ” 


The House memo ntes the scientific 
evidence against Laetrile, noting that 
“ purity and safety may vary " Sub­ 
stances sold on the black market fur 
huge profits may not be pure Laetrile, it 
adds 
Yet despite the warnings of the white- 
coated experts, thousands of cancer suf­ 
ferers continue to turn to Laetrile as 
some sort of mystical cure The congres­ 
sional analysts concede that there are 
arguments in favor of Laetrile 
They 
acknowledge that cancer victims have 
little to lose and perhaps should be 
allowed to take whatever medication 
they want 
However, 
“ patients may forego 
orthodox treatment and take Laetrile un­ 
til their cancer is too advanced to treat." 
the memo warns Rep Waxman who is 
fighting its legalization in California, 
told us he is trying to ^ave cancer 
patients from becoming “ victims of 
quackery 
The first real victim, tragically, was 
10-month-old Elizabeth Hankinof Attica, 
N Y 
who died of cyanide poisoning 


after taking an overdose of her father s 
Laetrile pills She has become the first 
casualty in a bitter war between the 
medical establishment and Laetrile ad­ 
vocates 


KOREAN SMUGGLING - Last Oc­ 
tober. North Korean diplomats were 
kicked out of Sweden. Denmark. Norway 
and Finland for running a blatant black 
market operation We have now learned 
from government sources that the North 
Koreans still operate smuggling rings in 
many of the 90 countries with which they 
have formal relations. 
They are buying liquor and cigarettes 
tax-free and then peddling them on the 
black market The smuggling is sanc­ 
tioned by Pyongyang, according to our 
sources, as a means of financing the 
foreign missions 
It is also likely that the North Koreans 
are using some of their black market 
profits to offset their foreign debts 
Pyongyang has been unable to meet its 
payments on about $1 4 billion in loans 
from West Germany, France, England 
and Japan 
Five separate loan agreements have 
been rescheduled this year alone, and 
North Korea has been unable to arrange 
a new loan since 1975. 
In the earlier escapades, the North 
Koreans used their diplomatic privileges 
to buv duty-free goods in East Germany 
Then they crossed a ferry into Denmark 
and Sweden, peddling their illicit 
products in small towns and hamlets 
Tho\ are now more cautious but still 
engage in massive smuggling, according 
to our sources 


WHO S NEWS — White House energy

The internationalist set is so greatly 
addicted to cliches it is incapable of get­ 
ting out of their way even when loosed on 
a collision course It is. for instance, im­ 
possible to attend a half-hour s speech at 
any certified meeting of in te r­ 
nationalists in which the theme of in­ 
terdependence is not struck I am even 
surprised that nobody 
has composed an in­ 
ternational anthem to 
interdependence, to be 
sung 
at 
opening 
meetings of the UN or 
wherever 
But during 
the same half-hour we 
also hear about the 
doctrine 
of 
non­ 
interference, about 
the sacred right of 
people to run their 
own affairs Last week 
Secretary of State 
Vance made this point as emphatically 
as he has made any declaration since 
plighting his troth to his spouse 
the 
United States is not going to interfere in 
any way in the forthcoming European 
elections 
But the forthcoming European elec­ 
tions are probably going to determine 
the fate of Europe 
And the fate of 
Europe, not improbably — in an in­ 
terdependent world — will determine the 
fate of the United States 
Henry Kissinger will have none of this 
synthetic detachment, and there are 
thos< who rejoice at his re-entering the 
public scene in this mood 
The same 
week that Secretary of State Vance 
spoke Henry Kissinger in a speech to the 
Woodrow Wilson International Center in 
Washington 
predicted that executive 
leverage by the Communists in the na­ 
tions of Western Europe would have dis­ 
astrous consequences for the Western 
alliance 
The speech is wonderfully worthwhile 
Mr Kissinger appears here in his role as 
the histonan-advocate 
His long 
memory turns up declarations of in­ 
dependence from Moscow by European 
Communist parties dating back a 
generation 
In 1945, the East German 
Communists solemnly promised that, in 
power, they would provide “ a parliamen­ 
tary democratic republic with full 
democratic rights and liberties " 
That 
phrase is a code word fora Soviet puppet 


with concentration-camp authority to 
deal with the dissenters The head of the 
French Communist Party, Mr George 
Marchais who has an act he will travel 
to any moderate-sized European city to 
perform these days, wherein he bumps 
and grinds his way to the affections of 
socialist-nationalists, is not afraid to 
say, as he recently did, that Bulgaria, 
East Germany, and Poland are countries 
enjoying a “ pluralistic“ partv system 
He has gone President Ford, who listed 
only Poland as independent, two better 


The fact of it is that the Communists in 
France — like George Marchais — con­ 
tinue to see themselves in league with 
great historical force led by the Soviet 
Union 
The indifferences of Marchais 
and his counterpart in Italy Berlinguer, 
to political freedom or human rights in 
the satellite countries is always the test 


If Marchais and Berlinguer were to 
suspend their relations with the Soviet 
Union until the satellite countries were 
permitted free elections, one might then 
accept their professions as serious Until 
then0 I quote Mr Kissinger “ Weareen- 
titled to certain skepticism about the 
sincerity of declarations of independence 
which coincide so precisely with elec­ 
toral self-interest One need not be a 
cynic to wonder at the decision of the 
French Communists to renounce the 
Soviet concept of dictatorship of the 
proletariat without a single dissenting 
vote among 1,700 delegates, as they did 
at their party congress in February, 
1976, when all previous party congresses 
had endorsed the same dictatorship of 
the proletariat by a similar unanimous 
vote of 1,700 to nothing " 


Obviously the United States should 
declare that the very concept of in­ 
terdependence commits us to back the 
anti-Soviet parties 
In what form0 At 
least negatively 
Mr Kissinger recom­ 
mends that our leaders refrain from 
“ ostentatious association or consultation 
with Communist leaders," which give 
the impression that we are reconciled to 
Communist victory 
What to do affir­ 
matively0 There is a role here for 
American business to play — investment 
in F rance is as prudent at this moment 
as it was in the spring of 1939 
After 
March 
1978 
the municipal elections 
behind France, the situation might be 


different Why should not the U.S.I A in 
its broadcasts devote itself to reiterating 
the warnings, for instance, of such 
F'renohmen as Jean F'rancois Revel, or 
Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber° 
The "right" of a people to form their 
own institutions and elect their own 
leaders is not a right that can be 
presi inded from the world situation To 
say that a people have the power to com­ 
mit their own self-destruction is simply 
not the same thing as to say they have 
the right to do it The words of Secretary 
Vance, while taken out of the pages of 
diplomatic boilerplate are the words of a 
government far gone in the rectitude of 
despair

that the booth would never be the same 
There it was, all neat and 
trim and 
sanitary, staff at the ready 
Somehow 
the scene was almost hermetic and 
organized like clockwork 
Rodgers 
noted with amazement that the Camp 
FYre Girls' organization had scheduled 
the booth personnel to come on duty at 
certain hours and at no other 
"Not like 
we used to have it as the Press Club 
booth," he said with a shake of his head 
The Camp E'ire Girls inherited 
Rodgers along with the “ franchise" hold 
on the corn operation Actually Rodgers 
had a link with the youths and when the 
Press Club threw in the towel, he was 
quick to suggest that the girls' organiza­ 
tion would like to take over 
Along with 
the franchise and Rodgers, the organiza­ 
tion also acquired long term use of the

And incidentally they also provided the 
Proctors with coffee and punch 
And of course hundreds and hundreds 
of tourists stopped by for all manner of 
information on the festival and the 
flower fields 
I believe our experiences were the rule 
over the weekend George Cotsenmoyer 
told me that in the space of a couple of 
hours more than 300 tourists stopped by 
one booth for information 
It was amazing to see the amount of 
material provided by the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce 
Festival 
booklet, maps, and packets of seeds 


On Sunday 
this reporter and Ann 
Sweet took turns to staff a special card 
table in the lobby of the Vets Building for 
the dissem ination of a brochure 
published by the newly organized Lom­ 
poc Valley Botanic and Horticulture 
Society 
The aim was to encourage 
visitors to the Alpha Club Flower Show 
to visit the botanic garden at Ken Adam 
Park, where guides waited to tour the 
visitors around Actually the brochure 
provided popular and scientific names of 
plants and shrubs in the garden, keved to 
numbered stakes set in the ground 
In dividuals from Stmi Valley. Ojai, 
Santa Barbara. Santa Maria and other 
locations stopped by the table to pick up 
copies of the brochures 
Incidentally,
